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npO  particularize  the  various  Forms  of  Difeafe,  todifplay  and  avert 
-*■  their  Nature  and  Tendency,  has  defervedly  claimed  and  obtained 
the  primary  and  mod  folicitous  Attentions  of  this  Estab  lisiiment. 

The  Sick  Poor,  (256)  remaining  under  our  Care  at  the  Conclufion 
of  the  lad  Year,  differed  thofe  Chronic  Diforders  and  Infirmities 
which  are  the  ufual  Effe&s  of  inceffant  Labour,  and  an  irregular  Mode 
of  Living.  They  had  long  required  palliative  Aids,  and  were,  chiefly, 
very  didrefsful  Surgical  Cafes  ; to  which  the  Regards  of  this  Instw 
tution  have  been  efpecially  and  mod  beneficially  appropriated. 

To  mitigate  the  Virulency,  and  prevent  the  Progrefs  of  Infec- 
tious Fever's,  notwithdanding  the  unavoidable  Difficulty  and  Dan- 
ger, was  always  our  earned  Endeavour.  To  this  End  the  judicious 
Antidotes  and  Expedients  of  ancient  and  modern  Times  have  been, 
with  unremitting  Diligence,  regularly  applied.  The  greated  Obje6te 
of  Compaflion  were,  in  Confequence,  fenhbly  relieved;  and,  we  ardent- 
ly hope, the  Utility  of  this  charitable  Endowment,^  the  Salubrity  of 
its  Didricl,  will  be  incontedibly  proved. 
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The  baneful  Diftemper,  which  affeded  many  Inhabitants  of  an  ad- 
jacent Town  during  the  Summer,  and  was  flill  more  malignant  in  the 
Autumn,  never  generally  extended  itsdeflruaive  Energy  to  this  Situ- 
ation. In  one  very  perilous,  but  fortunate  Cafe,  where  a previous 
Connedion  with  this  Source  of  almolt  peflilential  Contagion  could  be 
traced,  the  affiduous  Employment  of  the  Meafures  qualified  to  inter- 
rupt its  Diffufion,  became  happily  fuccefsful. 

To  the  Subjea  of  Pkophy  lactics  we  always  recur  with  peculiar 
Satisfadion.  In  former  Reports,  the  Means  which  Experience  had 
proved  to  be  highly  efficacious  in  obviating  the  Power,  alleviating  the 
Symptoms,  and  fuppreffing  the  Influence  of  contagious  Maladies, 
were  particularly  enumerated.  It  may  not,  however,  be  deemed  im- 
ptoper  to  repeat,  that  of  thefe  the  Nitrous  Vapour,  oft  and  copioufly 
admitted,  by  the  Procefs  already  recommended,  in  the  Chamber  and 
around  the  Beds  of  the  Sick,  was  beft  enabled  to  counterad  and  eradi- 
cate Infedion.  With  this  View,  as  effentially  ufeful,  the  immediate 
Explofion  of  Gunpowder,  or  its  gradual  Evaporation  when  mixed  with 
Vinegar,  were  never  omitted.  From  the  Obfervance  of  thefe  preventive 
Endeavours,  this  additional  Benefit  is  obtained,  that  the  Attendants 
upon  the  Sick,  and  the  Healthy  in  the  Family,  are  infpired  with  Con- 
fidence and  Alacrity.  • 

To  the  well  authenticated  Teflimony  of  Dodor  Carmichael  Smith , in 
favour  of  fuch  Expedients,  may  be  added  that  of  fevcral  eminent  Phy- 
ficians  upon  the  Continent ; efpecially  thofe  of  France,  Spain,  Swit- 
zerland, and  Ruflia.  Praditioners  moil  converfantwith  malignant  Fe- 
vers have  alfo  obferved  that  frequent  moderate  ^Exercife,  habitual 
Temperance,  and  a tranquil  State  of  Mind,  could  beft  preferve  from 
their  baneful  Tendency  : And  that  whilft  Solicitude,  or  Timidity,  al- 
wajs  predifpofed  to  the  Adion  of  Contagion,  its  immediate  Excite- 
ment might  be  oft,  with  Certainty,  imputed  to  accidental  or  imprudent 
Expofure  to  Cold  or  Moifture.  Thefe  combined  Caufes  have  lately, 
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in  feveral  much  to  be  deplored  Inflances,  occafioned  that  Difeafe* 
which  had  previoufly  been  long  refilled  ; and  which  became,  notwith- 
flanding  the  mod  diligent  and  judicious  Attentions,  eventually  fatal. 

Whilfl  fuch  was  the  calamitous  State  of  this  Vicinity,  the  Objeds 
of  our  Charity  remained  in  a great  Meafure  free  from  infedious  Dif- 
order.  Its  Malignancy,  in  the  few  Patients  admitted,  was,  by  proper 
Care,  readily  fupprelfed.  The  greated  Difficulty  occurred  relative  to 
the  Management  of  a Family  in  Banks’s  Lane,  George- flreet.  The 
Attempt  to  eradicate,  or  even  mitigate,  the  Influertce  of  Contagion , in 
a Situation  fo  remarkably  contraded,  and  where  no  Regard  had  been 
paid  to  Cleanlinefs  or  Ventilation,  became  extremely  uncertain  ; and 
fo  virulent  was  its  Power,  that  the  Hufband,  Wife,  and  three  Children, 
were  in  a few  Days  confined  and  violently  affeded.  The  Appearan- 
ces and  Courfe  of  the  Difeafe  were  thole  of  our  ufual  Nervous  Fever . 
Great  Langour  and  Infenfibility  always  prevailed  ; but  no  external 
Eruption,  or  putrefadive  Tendency,  could  be  detected.  The  Crifis 
was  formed  on  the  nth,  or  14th  Day  : and  we  fometimes  obferved  that 
fo  early  as  the  3d,  an  adive  Recurrence  of  the  Symptoms  of  the  cold 
Fit  of  Fever  would  take  Place  ; which,  foon  after  fucceeded  by  intenfe 
Heat,  accompanied  with  redlefs  Inquietude  and  frantic  Delirium,  was 
terminated  by  profufe  Perfpiration.  The  Recovery  of  this  Family 
from  fo  dangerous  a Diflemper,  with  that  of  the  Nurfe,  in  many  Re- 
fpeds  an  unfavourable  Subjed,  was  gradually  accompliffied.  The 
only  Exception  occurred  in  the  Death  of  a Child,  who  had  previoufly 
fullered  a very  debilitating  Affedion.  As  to  the  probable  Origin  of 
this  Contagion, no  fatisfadory  Difcovery  could  be  made:  unlefs  we  can 
allow  its  remaining  latent  and  ina6live  fince  the  Year  1790  : when  a 
fimilar  very  fatal  Fever  prevailed  in  that  Houfe  and  Neighbourhood* 
The  Progrefs  of  this  Malady  was  arrefled  by  the  various  Means  of  dif- 
fipating  and  corroding  Contagion  : but,  in  thefe  Abodes  of  Poverty 
and  Wretchednefs,  their  imperfed  Execution  prohibited  the  Hope  of 
immediate  Succefs. 

Private  Munificence,  which  has  long  and  mofl  effedually  al- 
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leviated  Didrefs,  was,  upon  this  Occafion,  liberally  applied  to  the  Re- 
lief of,  perhaps,  th t great  ef  Objects  of  differing  humanity.  Neceflary 
Cordials  were  allowed  them,  and  a regular  Nurfe-keeper  procured. 
Not  only  to  thefe,  but  to  all  other  Cafes  where  the  Pangs  of  Sicknefs 
were  combined  with  the  Horrors  of  Poverty,  was  this  Bounty  generouf- 
ly  extended  : and,  in  Confequence,  during  the  whole  of  this,  and  feve- 
ral  Months  of  the  former  Year,  (exclufive  of  frequent  pecuniary  Sup- 
plies) the  Dispensary  has  furnifhed  the  Patients  with  neither  Wine, 
Spirits,  nor  Attendance. 

The  Relief  of  Mifery,  whatever  may  be  its  Afped,  or  wherever  its 
Refidence,  mutt,  by  the  wife  and  gracious  Appointment  of  Nature 
become  a Source  of  inexprefiible  Pleafure  : and  may  be  judly  edeem- 
ed  the  fupreme  Gratification  of  Man.  He  who  is  fufceptijble  of  the 
tendered  Emotions  of  Pity  and  Compaffion;  who,  fympathizing  with 
the  Adlidions  of  his  Fellow-Creatures,  by  adive  Exertions,  and  by  an 
extenfive  DifFufion  of  Generofity,  contributes  to  the  Alleviation  of 
their  Sufferings  ; at  the  fame  Time  that  he  befl  dignifies,  exalts,  and 
adorns  human  Nature,  will  attain  an  effential  Qualification  for  future; 
Felicity  ; and  enfure  to  himfelf,  even  in  this  chequered  Scene,  mod 
exquifite  Senfations  of  Delight  and  Comfort.  No  Liberality  (it  mud 
be  diffidently  obvious)  could  more  certainly  bedow  this  refned 
Pleafure , refulting  from  Ads  of  Beneficence  than  that,  which  at  the 
prefent  Seafon  of  Scarcity  and  Dearnefs  of  Frovifions  was  fo  com- 
pletely calculated  to  meliorate  the  helplefs  Condition,  by  removing  the 
Pains  and  Neceflities,  of  the  Indigent.  The  copious  and  diffufive 
Stream  of  Beneficence,  whild  it  fprung  from  the  nobled  Principles 
which  can  aduate  and  dired  human  Condud,  has  been  produdive  of 
the  mod  falutary  Effeds  to  the  lower  Orders  of  the  Community  ; effi- 
cacioudyand  bountifully  contributing  to  the  Relief  of  thofe  who  groan- 
ed under  the  accumulated  Preffure  of  Poverty  and  of  Difeafe . To  its 
beneficial  Induence  alfo,  and  more  efpecially  to  that  of  the  late  liberal 
Voluntary  Contributions,  may  not  unjudly  be  afcribed  that  Love 
©f  Peace,  of  Order,  and  of  focial  Union,  that  Spirit  of  general  Content 
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and  Satisfa&ion  ; that  Averfion  to  Riot,  to  Tumult,  and  Innovation, 
by  which  the  Conduct  of  the  poorer  Inhabitants  of  this  Town,  has,  du- 
ring the  prefent  Period  of  Scarcity,  been  uniformly  diltinguilhed  : in 
3s  much  as  they  were  thus  prevented  from  experiencing,  in  their  full 
Extent , thofe  Evils  and  Diftrefles  which  might  reafonably  have  been 
apprehended  from  the  alarming  Afpefl  of  the  Times. 

With  a perfeft  and  grateful  Senfibility  of  that  Goodnefs,  which 
prompted  the  Opulent  and  Humane  to  fuch  A6ts  of  difinterefled  Cha- 
rity; and  which,  accompiilhing  the  Views,  has  rendered  the  Aids  of 
this  Eftablifhment  more  extenfive  and  effe&ual ; we  can  only  intimate, 
that  next  to  the  confcious  Refleftion  of  having  fulfilled  an  eflential 
Duty,  the  bell  Reward  genuine  Benevolence  can  obtain  is — the  Hap- 
pinefs  of  its  Objects. 

We  have  oft  had  Occafion  to  notice  and’lament  the  Introduflion  of 
malignant  Epidemics  from  diftant  Situations.  Several  of  thefe  have 
lately  occurred  ; particularly  that  of  an  aged  Man,  who  returning  from 
Lancajler , was  fuppofed  to  be  merely  fuffering  the  Effe&s  of  Fatigue; 
and  applied  to  the  Dispensary  for  Relief  from  the  Urgency  of  a con- 
ftitutional  Afthma,  aggravated  by  extreme  Debility.  He  almoft  imme- 
diately died ; and  his  Wife  and  two  Daughters  were  feized  with  the 
Symptoms  of  general  Fever,  which  continued  the  ufual  Period.  For- 
tunately they  admitted  a perfeQ  Recovery  : and  the  neceifary  Precau- 
tions became  effeftual  in  preferving  the  Health  of  the  Neighbourhood. 

The  Contagions  of  Children,  at  the  Commencement  of  this  Year, 
were  neither  numerous,  nor  powerful.  A few  Admiffions  in  the  Na- 
tural  and  Inoculated  SmalLPox  took  Place;  but  feldom  required  any 
medical  Affiftance : except  in  the  fatal  Cafe  of  a Child  who  caught  the 
Infe&ion  in  Dublin ; though  the  Eruptions  did  not  appear  till  its  Ar- 
rival here.  The  detached  and  elevated  Place  in  which  he  was  nurfed, 
and  the  afliduous  Obfervance of  the  requifite  Prophylactics,  pre- 
vented the  Communication  of  that  Malady,  which  at  this  Seafon  might 
have  been  highly  .deftru&ive* 

During  the  Months  of  September,  Oflober,  and  November,  when 
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the  Weather  was  moift  and  mild,  the  Measles,  a Difeafe  much  lefs 
perilous  to  Children  than  formerly,  prevailed  in  feveral  Parts  of  the 
Town.  Its  Progrefs  and  Event  were  then  remarkably  favourable:  and 
fo  fuccefsful  were  our  Attentions,  that  in  the  firft  146  Cafes,  one  only 
proved  fatal.  Though  the  greated  Number  of  Patients  occupied  the 
molt  confined  Situations,  yet  few  differed  alarming  Symptoms;  and 
where  Danger  might  have  been  apprehended  from  inflammatory  Affec- 
tions of  the  Bread;  it  was,  for  the  mod  Part,  prevented  by  Blood-let- 
ting, general  or  topical ; and  the  Application  of  Bliders,  with  the  Ufe  of 
nitrous,  antimonial  and  aperient  Remedies.  Plentiful  Dilution,  with 
bland,  mucilaginous  Articles;  and  demulcent,  chiedy  domedic  Pe&orals, 
were  occafionally  neceffary,  to  promote  a moderate  Degree  of  Perfpira- 
tion,  and  allay  the  troublefome  Irritation  to  cough:  the  cooling  Regi- 
men being,  at  the  fame  Time,  dri6tly  enjoined.  From  the  primary  At- 
tack till  the  final  Termination  of  the  Difeafe,  every  Precaution  had  been 
folicitoufly  taken  to  guard  againd,  or  obviate,  the  prejudicial  Tendency 
of  a cold  and  damp  Seafon.  In  fome  Cafes  the  Meades  were  preceded 
or  attended,  by  the  Hooping  Cough,  or  Chicken  Pox;  but  fuch 
Complication  didnotrendei  the  Symptoms  morea&ive  or  ungovernable. 
Theintenfe  Frod  which  took  Place  on  the  12  th  of  December,  and  conti- 
nued, with  flight  intervening  Thaws,  till  the  Beginning  of  March,  had  an 
highly  pernicious  Induence  on  this  Difeafe,  and  increafed  its  Fatality* 
The  fame  Caufe,  with  the  Changes  in  the  State  of  the  Weather,  gave 
Occafion  to  the  almod  univerfal  Prevalency  of  a Catarrhal  Influ- 
enza. Various  and  extraordinary  were  the  Appearances  which  oft 
didinguifhed  this  very  fingular  Epidemic.  Preceded  by  a Senfe  of 
Debility  and  Laditude,  it  affumed  a Form  purely  indammatory.  Fre- 
quent and  violent  Sneezing,  with  confiderable  Deduxions  from  the 
Eyes  and  Nofe,  fometimes  introduced  the  Difeafe.  General  febrile 
Symptoms  were,  foon  after,  excited,  with  a powerful  Determination  to 
the  Lungs ; inducing  a frequent  harlh  Cough ; oppredive  Condri&ion 
at  the  Bread,  acute  Pain  in  the  Side,  and  difficult  Refpiration.  To 
immediately  relieve  thefe  dangerous  Affe&ions,  and  alfo  to  prevent 
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their  future  Recurrence,  copious  and  repeated  Evacuations  became 
abfolutely  neceflary.  Extreme  Languor,  occurring  in  the  terminating 
Stage  of  Difeafe,  could  alone  prohibit  their  Admiffion  ; and  even  in  ma- 

!ny  of  thefe  apparently  uncertain  Cafes,  a fingle  Blood-letting,  the  Anceps 
Remedium  quam  nullum , judicioufly  governed,  has  not  only  procured  a 
fenfible  RemilTion  of  the  moft  cogent  Symptoms;  but  certainly  pro- 
moted the  Efficacy  of  every  fubfequent  Mean  of  Relief.  In  feveral  pecu- 
liarly delicate  Conflitutions,  the  Diforder  was,  in  a great  Meafure,  con- 
fined to  the  Throat,  Stomach,  and  Bowels;  whilfl  in  others  the  Head  be- 
came chiefly  affe&ed  with  Giddinefs,  a Senfe  of  Stupefaction,  and  acute, 
tranfient  Pain  ; diftreffing  the  Feelings  of  the  Patient,  and  alarming  the 
Apprehcnfions  of  his  Friends.  A Degree  of  Fever,  and  an  obvious  in- 
flammatory Tendency,  accompanied  all  thefe  Varieties  of  Difeafe. 

To  theunwholefome  Quality,  and  probably  reduced  Quantity,  of  the 
Food  taken  by  the  Poor  this  Winter  and  Spring,  may  be  imputed  thofe 
painful  and  violent  AjfeBions  which  they  frequently  endured.  Hence 
the  Increafe  in  the  Number  of  Admiffions  under  the  Heads  of  Indigef- 
tion3  Colic , and  Diarrhcea.  In  many  Cafes  a fuitable  Government  of 
the  Regimen,  in  the  Allowance  of  found  Bread  and  Port  Wine,  (the 
bountiful  Liberality  of  the  Poor  Man’s  Friend)  has  efFe&ed  a Cure 
when  the  regular  Exhibition  of  the  moft  proper  Medicines  had  been, 
for  fome  Time,  totally  inefficacious. 

In  the  Courfe  of  the  Winter,  not  only  in  our  northern  County,  btft 
generally  in  this  Kingdom,  a greater  Number  of  fudden  Deaths  has  oc- 
curred than  was  ever  remembered  during  the  fame  Period.  Many  of 
thefe  fhould  be  imputed  to  the  peculiar  Nature  and  Caufe  of  Difeafe; 
threatening,  at  any  Moment,  immediate  DifTblution ; and  which,  the 
moil  trivial  accidental  Circumftance  might  have  induced.  More  par- 
ticularly may  be  noticed,  as  the  certain  Occafion  of  feveral  Inilances  of 
unexpeded  Fatality,  the  frequent  Mutations  of  the  Weather;  keen 
Frofl  and  mild  Thaw  rapidly  fucceeding  each  other.  This  was  re- 
markably 
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maikably  the  Cafe  with  the  Aged,  Aflhmatic,  and  where  Debility  had 
been  the  Confequence  of  long  protraCted  Infirmity  or  Diflemper. 

The  immediate  Con ductors  of  this  Charity  are  earneftly  dif- 
pofed  to  exprefs,  with  Gratitude  and  Efteem,  their  be  ft  Acknowledg- 
mentsof  that  Obligation  which  the  Liberality  of  the  Wealthy  and  Af- 
fe6tionate  has  conferred  upon  it.  Efpecially  do  they  wifh  to  thank- 
fully atteft  the  Beneficence  of  thofe,  who  influenced  by  Motives  of 
difinterefted  Philanthropy,  have  long  promoted  its  Views ; and  now, 
diftantly  fituated,  can  no  longer  experience  its  falutary  Influence.  The 
very  numerous  Addition  of  refpe6table  Names  to  the  Lift  of  Annual 
Subf enters , obtained  this  Year,  and  the  voluntary  Aids  of  Private  Be- 
nefadors,  are  alfo  moft  gratefully  announced.  Their  Generality  en- 
ables this  humane  Endowment  to  perfe6tly  fulfil  its  original  Defigna- 
tions  : and  amply  fupplies  that  Deficiency  in  its  Funds  which  the 
Death  and  Removal  of  feveral  worthy  Contributors  had  occafioned. 
Of  thefe  it  may  be  juftly  expeCted  that  we  fhould  moft  regardfulJy  no- 
tice the  late  ingenious  Do6tor  BROWNRIGG,  who,  prior  to  the 
Eflablifhment  of  Medical  Charities  in  this  County,  declared  his 
Sentiments  in  Favour  of  fuch  Institutions,  fully  allured  that  they* 
were  not  only  qualified  to  relieve  fuffering  Indigency,  but  alfo  to  ac- 
complifh  the  falutary  Defign  he  had  oft  zealoufly  agitated ; that  of 
fupprefting  the  Power,  and  interrupting  the  Prog-refs  of  contagious 
Diieafe.  Actuated  by  thefe  Inducements,  the  Doctor  became 'an 
early  very  liberal  Subfcriber  ; and  as  he  was  then  an  aCt-ing  Magiftrate, 
a Vice  Prefident  to  this  Dispensary.  Fromthefe  Considerations  it 
will  appear  eligible  to  clofe  this  Introduction  to  our  prefent  Re-1 
port,  with  the  following  General  Obfervations  relative  ta  the  laudable 
and  ufeful  Purfuits  of  this  eminent  Practitioner. 

The  Celebrity  which  DoCtor  Br  o wn  rigg  defervedly  obtamedinhhe 
Lxercife  of  his  ProfefTron,  during  a Period  of  Thirty  Years,  might  have* 
been  predicted  by  the  favourable  Circumftances  attending  his  primary6 
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Attachment  to  it.  Intimately  acquainted  with  the  Claffics,  and  an 
excellent  Mathematician,  he  was  perfe£lly  enabled  toprofecute  the  ge^ 
neral  literary  and  philofophic  Studies,  which  are  requifite  Preliminaries 
to  that  of  the  Science  of  Medicine.  His  Proficiency  in  thofe  Stu- 
dies, and  Attainments  in  that  Science,  were  readily  acknowledged, 
not  only  by  Literati  of  this  Kingdom,  but  by  the  moR  illuftrous  Pro - 
fejjbrs  of  the  Continent;  with  whom  he  was  either  perfonally  inti- 
mate, or  fupported  a regular  Correfpondence.  They  were,  indeed, 
certainly  proved  by  his  numerous,  elaborate,  and  beneficial  Writings,* 
He  endeavoured,  by  accurate  and  repeated  Experiments,  to  difclofe 
the  latent  Operations  of  Nature;  and  the  prefent  well  eftablifh- 
ed  Do&rines,  relative  to  the  Properties  of  the  various  Gaffes, 
may  certainly  be  imputed  to  his  Dilcoveries  refpe&ing  them  : as  he

Bafis  whereon  the  permanent  Syftem  of  Chemical  Philofophy  is  now 
erected. 

As  the  experienced  Physician,  the  profeflional  Judgment  of  Doc- 
tor Brown rigg,  in  his  native  County,  attained  the  higheft  Eftima- 
tion;  unremitting  and  moft  judicious  were  his  Endeavours  to  eradi- 
cate, relieve,  or  prevent  the  Communication  of  pefiilent  Contagions  : 
whilft  an  equal  Degree  of  Difcernment  and  Afiiduity  was  exerted  to 
alleviate  the  Urgency  of  chronic  Infirmities  and  Diftempers.  But  the 
fureft  Proof  of  his  medical  Confequence  may  be  adduced  from  that  fre- 
quent Application  which  was  made  to  him,  by  his  opulent  Friends,  in 
all  Cafes  of  Difficulty  and  Danger;  long  after,  with  a View  to  poffefs 
the  Odium  cum  Dignitatefh.Q  had  relinquished  aCtual  PraCtice. 

From  this  general  Statement  it  may  be  properly  inferred,  that  to  the 
Abilities  of  DoCtor  Brown  r iGG,as  a chemical  Philofopher,  or  dogma- 
tic Phyfician,  the  higheft  Degree  of  RefpeCtability  will  ever  attach  itfelf. 

To  this,  the  public,  might  be  briefly  annexed  the  private  Character 
of  the  Man  juftly  eflimated  not  lefs  good  than  great.  Amiable  and  po- 
lite in  his  Behaviour,  with  a peculiar  Attention  to  oblige,  his  Society 
was  always  earneftly  folicited.  A humane  Difpofition,  an  unprejudi- 
ced judgment,  benevolent  AffeCtions,  and  an  accurate  Tafte  for  polite 
Literature,  were  in  him  happily  united  : and  his  Life,  extended  to  a 
long  Period,  was  diftinguiffied  by  the  Purity  and  Integrity  of  his  Mo- 
rals, the  Elegance  of  his  Manners,  the  Mildnefs  of  his  Temper,  and  the 
undeviating  Regard  which  he  paid  to  religious  Obligations. 

Of  the  Merits  of  this  excellent  Man,  thus  imperfeCtly  delineated,  his 
intimate  Friends,  and  the  Society  which  he  adorned,  will  ever  retain  an 
affectionate  Remembrance : whilft  this  Country  muff  long  venerate 
and  efteem  his  Memory  ; to  which  it  will  afluredly  pay  the  juft  Tri- 
bute of  Gratitude  and  Respect  : —
